required in order to comply with the 
new ruling will not be g reat.

Council, the desire being to improve 
the quality of milk in every way pos­ 
sible. 
The ruling, as issued by the 
Council, is as follows: 
“ A fter May 31st there will be new 
regulations in 
force 
governing the 
production of milk in the Philadelphia 
Milk Shed. 
It is expected th at these 
will have a fa r reaching effect in im ­ 
proving the quality of milk offered 
for 
ale in the Philadelphia district. 
C leanliness in production and quality 
in the product are the aim s 
of 
the 
new regulations. 
“The regulations wert* adopted a t 
the annual m eeting of the In ter-S tate 
Milk 
Producers* 
A ssociation in De­ 
cem ber. 
They provide for im prove­ 
m ent* in dairy barns 
with 
special 
reference to the ceilings, floors and 
the cleanliness t i l 
the 
ham s. 
A n­ 
oth er section of 
the 
resolution 
re ­ 
quires every farm er to have a milk 
house. 
A suitable milk house is rec­ 
ognized as a necessity on every dairy 
farm . 
There is a fu rth e r provision 
for the cleaning of the anim als be­ 
fore each m ilking and for the cooling 
and handling of milk. 
For the sake 
of cleanliness, as well as to prevent 
loss from spilling and splashing, a 
sm all top milk pail is required.
